The coaches are air 
conditionea and dust-proof. Th: 
air-conditioning duct, which run- 
along the cei ing in the centre of the 
car, is the only break in the smooth 
ceiling-line. 

The buffet ear introduces a new 
feature to Alberta railway travel. 
Here sandwiches, pies, coffee, ten 
and light lunches will be served by 
a capable attendant, They may be 
eaten at the counter or taken to one 
of the tables in the car, The service 
is cafeteria style and the range of 
prices will be on the lunch counter 
rather than the dining car basis

Hail losses are expected to be 
larger this season than Jast year, 
according to an executive of the 
| \lLerta hail insuranee board. Fig 
| ures as to the exact increase will not 
be available until the first of next 
month, but preliminary estimates 
show a distinct increase, due to the 
fact that hail fell in a larger area 
within the province than for some 
seasons past 

Greatest damage from hail occur 
red in the Didsbury-Olds districts, 
stretching as fur east as Hanna, 
lhere were bad storms east of Wetas 
kiwin and another severe one south 
of Calgary, hitting DeWinton and 
swinging north to Langdon Inthe 
northeast of the province the Man- 
ville area was hit twice, and just 
before the harvest hail again fell in 
the Drumheller district, but was 
reported as ‘‘spotty.’’ A scattering 
of storms in other areas took their 
toll, to send the total loss soaring 
considerably above the figure record- 
ed last season.

Forgotten Eskimo People 


Government Scientist Trying To Find 
Traces Of Early Civilization 


A new attempt to find traces of a 
forgotten Eskimo civilization in the 
Eastern Arctic will be made by a 
Canadian government scientist who 
has sailed for the Arctic aboard the 
Hudson Bay's sturdy supply ship, 
Nascople. 

Discovery of bone and ivory im- 
plements bearing no resemblance to 
those used by present-day Eskimos 
has led scientists to believe that the 
Eastern Arctic once was inhabited 
by a strange race, now extinct. 

Douglas Leechman, a _ National 
Museum anthropologist, will spend 
several weeks exploring old village 
sites on the Burto Islands, on the 
eastern tip of the Ungava Penin- 
sula, in an effort to find some clua 
to the date and origin of the ancient 
race.

“Chinook” to Cut 
Almost Hour Off 
Regular Schedule 


Operating time between Calgary 
and Edmonton will be reduced 
55 minutes by the new Canadian 
Pacific streamline train which is 
to go into regular service, starting 
Sunday, September 77. 

The train will leave Edmonton 
in the mornings and return north 
in the evenings. The trip between 
cities will require 6 hours 15 min- 
utes as compared with the fastest 
time at present of 6 hours 10 min- 
utes, 

On regular service the train will 
leave Edmonton weekday mornings 
at 8 o'clock, arriving in Didsbury at 
11:56 and Calgary at 1:15. It will 
leave Calgary weekday afternoons at 
6 o’clock, arriving in Didsbury at 
6:17 pm and Edmonton at 10:15.
